British Win Whole System of Tark 
Fortifications ai city of Gaza 5! MACH TROUBLE 


Felt Wretched Until He Started | 
To Take ‘‘Fruit-a-tives’’

London, Nov. 7—The British have captured the city of Gaza, in Palestine, the war 
office announces. 

The British have made an advance of nine miles, carrying the whole Turkish sys- 
tem of defenses on this region and capturing two towns, in addition to Gaza. 

The new British offensive in Palestine, which is being prosecuted vigorously now 
that the oppressive heat of the.summer season no longer causes enforced inactivity, 
is being developed along a front extending eastward from the Mediterranean coast. 
Gaza is 30 miles north of the Egyptian border, near the coast. It is about 30 miles 
southwest of Beersheba, which the British captured a few days ago, and fifty miles 
southwest of Jerusalem. 

A further advance also has been made notth of Beersheba, a town 11 miles above that city hav- 
ing been captured, / 

“General Allenby reports that our troops captured Khuweilfen, 11 miles north of Beersheba, 
soon after midnight Monday, and that repeated counter attacks throughout the whole of yesterday 
were repulsed,’’ says the statement 

‘‘Purther south our troops, advancing in a north-westerly direction from the neighborhood of 
Beersheba, carried the whole Turkish defenses south of the line of Tell-Abu-Harere-Tell-Esch- 
Sheri’ah, capturing both these last named places. This is an advance of nine miles from the posi- 
tion of departure 

‘General Allenby states that throughout the operation the troops displayed magnificent dash 
and endurance. Estimates of the capture are not yet available, but on one portion of the front of 
operations six guns have been taken.’’ ,

Petrograd, Nov. 7—The newspapers say the govern- 
ment requested General Verkhovsky, late minister of war, to 
leave Petrograd, and he departed last night for the Island of 
Valaaim, in Lake Ladoga, whith is situated between Finland 
and Russia, northeast of Petrograd. 

Petrograd, Nov, 7—Negotiations between the general 
staff in the Petrograd district and the military committee of 
the council of workmen’s and soldiers’ delegates, looking 
toward the strengthening of the staff by the inclusion of 
democratic members, have been broken off. The military 
committee, learning that the military governor during the 
night had summoned troops in the environs of the capital to 
Petrograd, ordered these troops to disobey the government. 
The entire city is now guarded by loyal troops. 

The situation is complicated further by the action of 
Premier Kerensky in suspending-three Maximalists and two 
Conservative newspapers. The city authorities last night or- 
dered a disconnection of the bridges between the quarters of 
the city inhabited by the working classes and the centre of 
the capital, thus stopping the tramways.

Cannon's Running Feat Still ‘Wolds Place in Record Book 
In these days of constant improvement in all forms of athletic 
sports a record that has stood for almost thirty years is a decided 
1888, 


rarity. Yet it was just twenty-nine years ago today, Nov 8, 
that P. Cannon hung up a professional running record that still | 
holds its place in the dope books. Cannon's memorable feat was 


performed at Glasgow, ScoUland, where he ran four miles in nineteen | 
minutes and twenty-five and two-fifths seconds, making new records 
for all distanees over two miles, Cannon covered three miles in four- 
teen minutes and nineteen and a half seconds. At the three and a 
half mile mark his time was seventeen minutes and two and one- 
fifth seconds, It remained for an amateur, A Shrubb, the English 
runner, to beat the professional record. In 1904 Shrubb covered 
four miles in nineteen minutes and twenty-three and two-fifths 
seconds, beating Cannon's time by two seconds. It is noteworthy 
that this feat was also performed in Glasgow. On this occasion 
Shrubb also beat a professional running record that has now stood 
for over half a century by doing five miles in twenty-four minutes 
and thirty-three and two-fifths seconds. The professional record 
for this distance, hung wp in 1863 by J. White, an English runner, 
was twenty-four minutes and forty seconds, At the six mile mark, 
however, Shrubb fell behind White's ancient record, White's time | 
was twenty-nine minutes and fifty seconds, and Shrubb's twenty- | 
nine minutes and fifty-six and two-fifths seconds.
